The violence, the murders, and 
the barbaric defiance of law and 
order by rioting mobs when Mere 
dith finally was admitted to the 
Ole Miss campus don’t augur well 
for his future. 
The Justice Department through 
a spokesman, Edward Outhman, 
said U.S. marshals “ will escort 
Meredith 
about 
the 
campus 
as 
long 
as 
necessary. 
They 
won t 
leave him as long as he is in 
danger.” 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
Monday night said in effect the 
sam e thing. 
But Meredith is more than just 
a Negro seeking an education, lie 
has become an 
historic symbol, 
because of all that was involved 
in getting him into Ole Miss, of 
the Negro’s attempt to break down 
the color barrier on the Mississip­ 
pi campus. 
Just because he is such a gym* 1 
bol, in view of the violence which 
has 
already occurred, 
it 
would 
seem he will he in constant jeo­ 
pardy from 
race haters so long 
as he remains in the university. 
In the end the hostile attitude 
of his fellow students may dis­ 
courage him from continuing. Hut 
if he were to quit the enemies of 
desegregation no doubt would take 
it as a victory for themselves and 
a discouragement to all other N e­ 


groes from trying to get into a 
white school. 
For that reason—because he has 
become a symbol—Meredith may 
feel compelled to slick it out even 
if in the end it costs his life. It 
look courage of great order to do 
what he has already done. 
Hut the question of discourage 
ment raises a parallel question of

Union snubbed Red China’* mas* 
she 13th anniversarv celebration

not a single Soviet official of im­ 
portance sat in

stand with Chinese leader Mao 
Tie dung. 
Evidence of continuing tension 
in Peiping * relations with Mos­ 
cow was coupled w ith admissions 
of shortcomings and mistakes on 
the home front—and a hint that 
a purge of some size is continu­ 
ing, 
The ideological dispute dividing 
Red China and the Soviet Union 
was aggravated last week by the 
visit of Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev to Yugoslavia, a con­ 
stant target of Chinese Commu­ 
nist criticism. 
Premier 
Chou 
En-lai .in 
a 
speech 
Sunday 
night 
lumped 
“ modern revisionists” — appar­ 
ently meaning Yugoslav President 
Tito and perhaps Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev—together 
with

ing to isolate Red China and force 
her to change her policies. Chou 
said

The attack continued today in 
the keynote speech of Vice Pre­ 
mier-Foreign Minister Chen Yi in 
Peiping’s Red Square He called 
for unity in a struggle against 
“ U.S. imperialist policies of ag­ 
gression and war,” an apparent 
dig at what Peiping considers a 
soft Soviet policy of peaceful co­ 
existence with the West. 
Khrushchev sent the usual tele­ 
gram of congratulations, but he 
and other ranking Soviet leaders 
boycotted a rally in Moscow.

“ we would not be a strong na 
tion but a mere unruly mob.” 
At the time Walker command­ 
ed troops enforcing desegregation 
of Little Rook schools, 
Sunday night, the tall ex-gen­ 
eral who led troops in combat 
in Europe and Korea led a mob 
of students rn a charge on U. S. 
marshals trying to enforce deseg­ 
regation of the University of Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Today the 53*year-old Texan is 
in 
a 
U. S. 
medical center at 
Sprinptield, 
Mo,, 
where federal 
prisoners are treated and exam­ 
ined for physical or menial ills. 
He is charged with conspiracy 
to incite rebellion or insurrection. 
For Walker it was one of a 
dramatic series of battles in the 
last 
year 
and 
half 
that 
has 
1 plunged his name in and out of 
the news. 
Walker, whose views are of the 
extreme right and who is a mem­ 
ber of the John Birch Society, 
has described his actions as part 
of his fight against international 
communism. 
In 1941, Walker commanded the 
24th Infantry Division at Augs­ 
burg, Germany —• or, the front line 
of the cold war. 
Division officers recalled 
him 
as 
a 
non-nonsense officer who 
being unmarried devoted practic­ 
ally all his time to the division 
But that spring he was relieved 
of command, accused of indoc­ 
trinating his troops with extreme 
right political philosophy, of ad­ 
vising them how to vote in the 
congressional elections and of de­ 
scribing a number of prominent 
Americans as “ definitely pink.” 
West Pointer Walker drew an 
official 
admonishment.

punish loyal service to it,"

in a den of inequity.” 
He accused Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, among some other

ism.” 
Walker entered politics in his 
own state of Texas and sought 
the 
Democratic

governor. He finished sixth in the 
six-man race.
